CONDITION TO INHERIT 

The Master of the Rolls and 
Lords Justices Warrington and 
Younger, in the Appeal Court 
recently, decided that the bequest 

. af £250,000 by the late Mr. C. WF. 
Wallace, a member of a firm of 
India merchants, to his son on 
condition that the soh shoald be- 
tome a member of the haronetcy, 
or superior privileged order, was 
gdod in law. 

The matter arose upon ap ap 
peal by Captain Charles William 
Wallace, DS.O. the surviving 
son of the testatet, and the testa- 
tor’s threa daughters from a 
jedgment, of Mr. Justice Eve 
holding that the bequest was 
good in law. The appellants con- 
tended that the bequest was had 
as offending against public policy, 
and. the argument an their behalf 
turnad mainly on the allezed 
sala of honours. The appeal was 
dismissed. . 

ETHICS OF TITLE-HUSTING,

who died in August. 1916, leaving

The trustees of the will took 
apt a summons to have it deters 
mined whether the gift to Cap 
tain Wallace was void as offend-

Justice Eve beld that it was not, 
because “baronetcies and other 
bigh bonours were in the majority 
of cases conferred as rewards for 
meritorions service. Agsins: 
this Captain Wallace appealed. 

The Master of the Rolls. in 
giving judgement, said be did not 
think tte advisers cf the Crown 
would be embarrassed in the 
conferment of honours by the fac: 
that by recommending Captain 
Wallace to a baronetcy they 
would secure to him a large sum 

of monay, or by the fact that if 
thes refused to recommend him 
or such honour they would 

secure & large sum tothe Treasury. 

Indeed, not much stress was laid 

on thas point in argument. 

_ The main burden of the 
arguments was that baronetcies 
were sometimes’ conferred for 
services other than political. and 
that in politics the resul: of this 
bequest might be that the 
legatee oo might be -» induced 
to render services toa political 
party irrespective of his conscien- 
tious cunvictions, or to use sordid 
and dishonsurablo mczany to 
obtain a title. . 

It was indisoutahle that such a 
thing might happen, and such 
conduct would b: generally 
reprobated. But the mere pos- 
sitility of such a thing happening 
was not sufficient to make the 
bequest bad or offending against 

‘public policy. and this was nus 
like the Earl of Bridgewater's 
case, where the bequest was made 
conditional upoo the legatee 
obtaining a peerage, which would 
involve legislative rights. Under! 
these circumstances be acquiesced 
in the judgmeat of the Court that 
the appeals should be dismiss- 
ed. - 

“BARREN TITLE.” 

Lord Justice Warrington said 
‘the question wa3 whether it was 
made out that the bequest had a. 
tendency injurious to the public 
interest. <A baronetcy was a 
barten title involving no doties to 
the State or the public except 
those which were cast on 
every good citizen. In this 


respect it differed from a peerage. '

Tam acquainted with a number 
of people with exactly the sania 
obaassion, who will every day 
of ‘their lives skirt round 
two. sides of a London 
square rather than croas it 
diagonally. Thay find comfort 
in the shelter of the houses, and 
terror on leaving the friendly 
shadows formore than a few yards. 

But there ara’ a far larger 
number of people who have the 
opposite kind of fear: the fear 
af closed spaces—™ claustro~ 
phobia.” They cannot rémain in 
& roam, evan in their own homes, 
with the door shot; and their 
bedroom door cannot bs closed. 
if they are to sleep. Nothing 
will induce them to enter the 
Tube: and even the Underground 
has ita terrors, 

The fear is a vague one, they 
say, and reat*, as far ss thoy 
know, on no experience of danger 
or terror inthe pass in some 
similar situation. To anyone who 
hss studied the paychology of the 
human mind, however, it is quite 
clear that it is traceable to some 
experience, almost certaialy con- 
nected with fear, in childhood, 
which may even be quite forgotten 
conscionsly, and yet in the snb- 
conscious mind has remained ‘as 
a disturbing factor. 

Let me give an example from 
my own practice. A patient bad 
the same fear as your contributor, 
and in addition a very real fear 
ofahotday. Physically he was 
not affected by beat: hot mentally 
be was ina panic. ‘

Slowly bu: susely the AHies are putting into the category af 
things settled-the-snany—protlems sharcame as_a-—concomiten:-co 
their victory in the Great War. The task of framing Treaties with 
all the late belligerents must have been an arduous one—the resolt 
of which it is easy td criticise with very little recognition of the 
many difficulties that had to be encountered and overcome. There 
has been plonty of criticism. for the Treaty of Versailles, and there 
has been little sparing of adverse comment in the case of the 
Austrian and Hungarian treaties, the Bulgarian treaty, and the 
settlement of the Jugo-Slavia question. Oae can very easily 
anticipate onfevourable comment on the Turkish Treaty. the ma‘n 
‘terms of which were made public in Hongkong yesterday by 
Reuter’s cable. “We do not question serions'y whether the ides 
conception of how all these matters shoald be settled varies very 

_ much in any disinterested country, but in the absence of an attain- 
ment of the idesl owing to conflicting interests and racial prejudices 
there has tobe an attemp! to meet the wishes of all--an attempt 
that results in a very grea.deal of gmimbling. It is an instance 
ef the old ruling that tying to please everybody you pleasz 
nobody. And so if the AllieWare looking of any praise for the new 

. Treaty with Torkey they will be disappointed. Bot the framing 
and presentation of it does-register another step in the long road 
towards complete international re-adjustment. . 

- One cannot read the. provisions of the Treaty without realising 
that the Allies bave lef: very little room for Turkey to be the 
puisance in Evrope that sbe has been for so many sears. Because 
of that we can forgive a great maos otherthings. Torkey deserves 
no place in Europe. as a glance at her recent history will show. 
The power forevil that sbe has exerted in Armenia and Cilicia 
wold be sufficient alone to convict her of unsuitability to reside 
longer in what is perhaps the oldest civilised continent of the world. 
The record of massacres perpetrated in the name of a cruel religion 
kes very morbid reading. One _is_inclined to think shst_the! 
- history of the Powers’ dealing with Turkey is a further exermplifica- 
tion of the maxim “Spare the red and spoil the child.” One or two 
sery clear indications that sach conduct could not be permitted 
would bave put a siup to what developed into borrifying expressions 
ofhatred. By the. Treaty now handed over Turkey is shorn of 3 
grest deal of that power for evil, and at that werejoice. It may be 
that if the government of the country gets into enlightened bands a 
change will manifest itself, bat not before that. time shuald the 
Allies consider for one moment a modification of their terms as 
regards territory. Just enough of Turkey has been left in Europe 
to give her sovereignty over Constantinople, but even the granting 
of thathas been made conditional on future behaviour. All the 
details of the Treaty, affecting military strength, the payment of 
‘reparations, privileges, to the Allies, etc.,,. maks interesting 
reading and could well be made the basis for much commest. But 
jt is not our intention toindulge. One very important point is that 
providing for the navigation of the Straits, including the 
Dardanelles, the Sea of Marmora and the Bosphorus to be open in 
fotore both in peace time and war time to oil merchantmen, war- 
sips ard aircraft without distinction. So important is tae entrance 
{o the Black Sea from a commercial point of view that this very
